Called to Order by Chairman Murphy—A 
Large Attendance. 


BurraLo, N. T., September 12.—Main street 
was a scene of noise and bustle from early 
morning to-day. Every incoming train 
brought new delegations to the Democratic 
Convention from all parts of the State.

HARRISON'S LETTER. 

The Republican nominee’s letter of ac- 
ceptance speaks for itself in our columns, 
and does not call for much comment. It 
deals largely in safe generalizations which 
no party will question, and of necessity 
resorts to some ingenious hedging and 
trimming, but on the whole is not quite 
up to Gen. Haxrison’s reputation as an 
ingenious pleader, a vigorous advocate, 
and an aggressive partisan. | 

Obliged by his own record, the platforms 
of his own party and the demands of his 
own people to yield the point that tariff 
reform and reduction may be necessary 
and proper, be finds himself also obliged 
by party exigencies to insist that ever so 
slight a reduction proposed by Den- 
ocrats must be held to be a free 
trade attack on the principle of pro- 
tection and on the wages of labor. 
The reasoning by which he evades the 
real and sets up the false issue is a flimey 
and weak evasion of well-known facts, 
and will go down with those only who find 
in their own intense party feeling abun- 
dant reason for voting the Republican 
ticket under all circumstances and be- 
lieving every charge that is made against 
Democrats, 

While promising to ‘‘revise the schedule 
and modify rates, but always with pro- 
tection for home markets and home labor 
as a primary object, he proceeds 
to speak of the surplus as a sort of 
bugaboo gotten up to force tariff 
reduction. He attacks those who have 
magnified and nursed the surplus,” and 
he suggests various ways in which they 
might have gotten rid of it without re- 
ducing taxation at all. He thinks they 
ought to have bought more bonds, even 
if they had been compelled to pay a still 
more enormous premium than they are 
now paying tothe bondholders. Then he 
suggests, as anybody can, various ways of 
squandering tax money, as on Federal 
appropriations te the States for educa- 
tional purposes, pensions, subsidies, in- 
ternal improvements, eto.

IS THIS FAIR? 

TheChicago & Alton Railway claims to be 
as much a St. Louis asa Chicago railway. 
Its transportation business into and out 
of this city compares favorably with that 
of all other competing roads, and its offi- 
cials indignantly deny any charge that 
they favor the interests of Chicago over 
the interests of St. Louis. 

And yet the Chicago & Alton openly dis- 
criminates in favor of Chicago in excur- 
sion rates during the fall festivities. In 
the same column of a Springfield (U.) 
newspaper appear two advertisements of 
the Chicago & Alton Railway. One offers 
excursion tickets to St. Louis and return 
on certain dates, good for five days, at 
$4.10 for the round trip. The other offers 
exoursion tickets to Chicago on certain 
dates, good for seven days, at $6.60 for the 
round trip. Itis stated that the Chicago 
tickets are good for admission tothe Ex- 
position, but no mention is made of ad- 
mission to the Exposition in the advertise- 
ment of the St. Louis tickets. 

THe distance from Springfield to St. 
Louis is ninety-five miles and from Spring- 
field to Chicago 190 miles; that is, the St. 
Louis distance is exactly one-haif the 
Chicago distance. But the cost of St. 
Louis tickets is $4.10 and the cost of Chi- 
cago tickets ie $6.60. From the cost of the 
Chicago tickets must be substracted the 
cost of admission to the Exposition. which 
at25 cents makes the actual costof a 
ticket to Chicago $6.35. To be placed on 
an egual basis with Chicago St. Louis 
tickets should cost exactly one-half the 
cost of Chicago tickets, but in reality they 
cost nearly two-thirds. 

In short, the Chicago & Alton gives 
Chicago the benefit of arate 92% cents 
cheaper in proportion to the rate given 
St. Louis. More than this, it receives the 
further benefit of two duys longer limit 
in time and the advantage of a ving 
Exposition tickets sold with the railroad 
tickets.

Plantations Entirely Ruined, Houses \De- 
molisbed and Many Lives Lost. 
By Telegraph to the Tosr-Disr Aron. r 
NEw Tonk, September 12.—A special to the 
Womo from Havana, dated September li, 
says: Particulars of the late hurricane are 
coming in. La Pepillael plantation was total- 
ly demolished ,500 head of cattle were drowned 
and seven lives lost. The loss is caleulated at 
over $1,000,000. At Las Lagas, in the Laberinto 
District, every house being of wood was 


thrown down, All the plantations in Clabazar, 
ten miles from Havana, were totally demol- 
ished. Tne sea rose to such an extent that 
the inhaditants were obliged to fee 
for life.

IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN LABOR. 

Closely connected with the subject of the 
tariff is that of the importation of foreign 
laborers under contracts of service to be per- 
formed here. The law now in force pro- 
hibiting such contracts received my cordial 
support in the Senate, aud such amendments 
as may be found u effectively to de- 
liver our working men and women from this 
most inequitable form of ovmpetition will 
have my sincere advocacy. alation pro- 
bibiting the importation of laborers under 
contracts to serve here will, however, afford 
very inadequate relief to our working people, 
ifthe system of protective duties is broken 
down. If the products of American sho 
must com in the American market, with- 
out favoring duties, with the products of 
cheap foreiga labor, the effect will be differ- 
ent. ifat all, ouly in degree, whether the 
33 is across the street or over the 
sea. Such competition will soon reduce wages 
here to the level of those abroad, and when 
that condition is reached we will not need any 
laws forbidding the importation of laborers 
under contract—they will have no inducement 
to come, and the employer no inducement to 
send tor them. 
In the earlier years of our history public 
agencies to promote imm tion were com- 
mon. The pioneer wan a nelabbor with 
more frie interests than the Indian. Labor 
was scarce and fully employed. But the day 
of the immigration bureau has gone by. While 
our doors will continue open to proper imm!- 
— een we do not need to issue special invi- 

ions to the inhabitants of otber countries 
to come to our shores or to share our citizen- 
ship. Indeed, the necessity of some inspec- 
tion and limitation is obvious. We should 
resolutely refuse to permit foreign govern- 
ments to send their paupers and criminais to 
our ports. Weare also clearly under a duty 
to defend our ofviligation by excluding alien 
races whose ultimate assimilation with our 
peo le ia neither possibie nor desirable. The 
amily has been the nucleus of our best Im- 
migration, and the home the most potent 
assimilating foree in our civilization. 
The objections to Chinese immigration are 
distinctive and conclusive, and are now 80 
— accepted as such that the question 

passed entirely beyond the stage of ar- 
gument. The lawe relating to this subject 
would, if Il should be charged with their en- 
forcement, be faithfuily executed. Such 
amendments of farther legislation as may be 
necess and proper to prevent evasions of 
the laws and to stop further immivration 
would also meet my approval. The expres- 
sion ofthe convention upon this subject is in 
entire harmony with my views. 


ELECTION FRAUDS. 
Our civil compact is a zovernment by ma- 
rities; andthe lav loses its sanction and 
he Magistrate our respect when this com- 
act is broken. The evil resuits of election 
rauds do not expend themselves upon the 
voters who are robbed of their rightful in- 
fluence in public affairs. Tue individual, 
or community, or rty, that practices or 
connives at election frauds has suffered 
irreparable injury and will sooner or later 
reaiige that to exchange the American system 
of majority rule for minority control ia not 
only unlawful and unpatriotic, but very unsafe 
for those who promote it. The disfran- 
chisement of a single illegal elector by fraud 
or intimidation is a crime too grave to be re-¢ 
garded lightly. The right of every qualified 
elector to cast one free ballot and to have it 
honestly counted must not be questioned. 
Every constitutional power should be used to 
make this rigut secure and punish frauds 
upon the ballot. 
Our colored people do not asks al legis- 
lation in their interest, but only to be made 
secure in the common rights of American citi- 
zenship. They will, however, naturally mis- 
trust the sincerity of those party leaders wuo 
appeal to their race for support only in those 
localities where the suffrage is free and elec- 
tion results doubtful, and compass their dis- 
franchisement where their votes would be con- 
trolling and their choice cannot be coerced. 
The nation, not less than the States, is de- 
ndent for prosperity and security upon the 
ntelligence and morality of the people. This 
common interest ve early suggested na- 
tional ald in the establishment and endow- 
ment of schools and colleges in the new Stutes. 
There is, I believe, a present exicency that 
ealls for sttil more liberal and direct appropri- 
ations In aid of common school education in 
the Btates. 
The territorial form of government is a tem- 
rary expedient, nota 
cision. It is adapted to the exigency that sug- 
gested it, but becomes inadequate, and even 
oppressive, when applied to fixed and pop- 
ulous communities. Several Territories are 
well abie to bear the bardens aud discharge 
the duties of free commonweaiths in 
the American Union. To exclude them is to 
deny the just rights of their people, and may 
well excite their indignant protest. No ques- 
tion of tne political preference of the pe pic 
ofa Territory should close against them the 
hospitable door which bas opened to two- 
thirde of the existing States. But admission 
should be resolutely retused to any Territory 
of whose people cherish instita- 
tions that are repugnant to our civilization or 
inconsistent with a republican form of govern- 


ment.

A PRINCESS’ MARRIAGE, 


The Wedding Arrangements of the Princess 
Letitia and the Duke d’Aosta—Wedding 
Presents — The Trousseau — Prospects of 
the Couple—A Possibility That They May 
Reach the Throne of Italy.

ARIS, August 81.—1 
think I never realised 
as fully as at present 
the loss entailed by the 
absence of a court on 
the society and trades - 
people of Paris, now 
that I am witnessing 
the bustle and anima 
tion created by the 
approaching marriage 
of the Princess Leti- 
tia Bonaparte and th® 
Duke d’Aosta. On 
every side are to be seen dresses in course of 
preparation for the wedding guests, and gifts 
for the bride, and adjuncts fur the trousseau, 


and the newspapers are filled with 
details of the approaching eeremo- 
nies and festivities. Still, to our 


American ideas the complication of rela- 
tionships produced by this union are decided- 
ly shocking. The Princess, in marrying her 
uncie, becomes the stepmother of three of her 
first cousins (his three sons) and aunt to 
another, the Crown Prince of Italy. She will 
be the sister-in-law of her aunt and uncle, the 
Queen of Portugal and the King of Italy, ana 
aunt to her cousin, the Prince of Braganza, 
and oddest ofall, she becomes the sister-in- 
law of her own mother and aunt by marriage 
to her brothers, the Princes Victor 
and Louis. The Duke of Aosta will 
have his own sister for a mother-in-law, 


his brother-in-law for a father-in-law, his 
nephews as brothers-in-law, and his brother 
and sister as uncle and aunt by marriage. 
THIS ALLIANCE 
brings the Orleans and the Bonaparte families 
into close connection, as the Princess Amelia, 
Duchess of Braganza, isthe daughter of the 
Oount de Paris, and the Princess tifia, now 
the first cousia of her husband will also be- 
come her aunt. It is nearly thirty years since 
Savoy gave to the Bonapartes the Princess 
Clotilde and now the Bonapartes give a prin- 
cess in return.
